Claims 1, 11, and 20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 and 11, arguments presented by applicant in Remarks spanning pages 
5-8 are persuasive. 

Regarding claim 20, the prior art fails to disclose the optical fiber cable assembly 
proposed in which the lower locking leg and upper stop latch are discretely formed on and 
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spaced from each other along each of the side walls. Holman discloses a lower locking leg 
(Figure 6 element B) and an upper stop latch (Figure 6 elements 52 and 56), however the 
elements are not spaced apart from each other along each side wall as proposed by Applicant.
